of school. Industry, patience and per- 
i severance are inherent in the atmosphere 
of farm life, and their possession spells 
I success. All boys cannot and should not 
remain on the farm. It is not an end, but

| to “come back” is he who lias spent his 
j early years on the farm. 

In compounding a hog ration, cost must 
• be taken into consideration, and the feed 
j given must he such a; to secure the great- 
est number of pounds, gain from the least 
expenditure. Better results will be ob- 
tained if the grain is ground before being 
fed. The dair/ wastes ate all good hog 
feeds, skim milk being the best. This is 
always an acceptable addition to the ra- 
; tion al any period of the hog’s life. For 
' muscle-making, middlings and linseed 
I meal are good. Corn, including fodder 
and ensilage, has a lways stood high as a 
fattener and when properly balanced with 
j skim milk, w heat bran, middlings, shorts 
and clover hav, it makes a perfect ration.

Tit'* i-oritn-j book of White’s club In 
Lond< :i • • nt.iins the record of aome 
pxtrnbid.uary wagers. The Idle gen- 
tlemen of loo years ngo could give 
their successors of today sundry hints 
on eccentric betting. Flere are fac- 
similes <>f some of the records. One 
reads: 

"Mr. Methuen bets Colonel Stanhopo 
10 guineas to 1 that a worthy bar*- 
•met— understood between them— does 
not from necessity part with his gold 
Ice palls before this day twelvemonth. 
The icc pails being found at a pawn- 
broker's will not entitle Colonel Stan- 
hope to receive his 10 guineas.”

situation Manufacturers are hn»v with 
such orders as* they have, but are anxious 
to get all the orders I i Rely to be placed 
with them as soon as possible, that there 
may be no break in the season. The com- 
ing of buyers to Boston during the next 
few weeks should result in the placing of 
such orders. 

Buyers have delayed, with many excuses 
one of which is Inability to decide on the 
styles which will he most desired by cus- 
tomers. The amount of business in 
freaks Is small compared with the busi- 
ness in staples. 

As the spring season approaches the 
question of styles settles Itself In men’s 
wear the conservative tendency anticip- 
ated a vear ago has developed into styles 
of a medium character; not radical revul- 
sions from the last extremes, but a grad- 
ual turning back, so that shoes of medium 
height-of-heel and width and height-of-toe 
will command the widest market. These 
goods are of less elaborate design titan in 
the recent past, and what they lack in fan- 
ciful decoration and shape they make up 
in character and construction. 

In wonan’s wear white is to be a novel- 
ty to the extent that attention will be call- 
ed to the various lines, and w hite shoes 
will be a staple for 11)12. A large de- 
mand is noted for white buck goods and 
it is thought that this demand will con- 
tinue until the time next spring when the 
canvas goods will be marketed, and these 
wili rule during the remainder of the sell- 
ing season. 

All sorts of pumps will lie offered for 
sale and these shoes will be popular in 
buck, canvas, velvet and these will rule 
during the reminder of the selling season. 

In considering the styles for next aut- 
umn the so-called, “Polish” hoots, with 
seven-inch tops, will lie featured in worn 
en's styles, in tan, gun-ineta! and patent 
leathers. A turn away from button boots 
is intimated because lace boots are being 
worn on the stage. Other changes intro- 
duced earlier in the year. So far dealers 
have not givin much attention to these 
more remote styles, nor will they until 
they see their present stocks moving 
belter. The general absence of snow has 
affected certain Hues in some places, and 
the trade in rubbers and overshoes lias 
been quite neglected, there being no in- 
ducement for purchasing. 

The price question is of interest to the 
shoe trade, it being generally believed that 
prices will be advanced from live to seven 
per cent after the fall samples are reaby 
in March. Titis will put an additional 
cost of about jo cents on each pair of fall 
and w inter boots, to the retailer, and what 
his prices will be is not yet announced. 
It is stated that the retailer’s margins 
have been slender, and they may take thi-* 
opportunity to further protect themsel- 
ves. 

Various solutions of the question : Why 
will shoe prices be highej? are advanced 
by manufacturers and dealers, but the 
increased cost of production due to ad- 
vanced prices of hides is the principal 
one offered, as being a very evident and 
tangible reason. Theoretical reasons sug- 
gested are the expense of marketing be- 
cause of costly methods of advertising; 
extravagant methods in business, and 
over-capitalization. The steadily increas- 
ingjdemand for a variety of styles with 
an increasing army of consumers, ami a 
raw material supply not keeping propor- 
tionate pace with this consumption is a 
factor not to be ignored.

It will not make a 
good crop every year but with good treat- 
ment will produce a good crop as near 
every year as anything will. Anil ii 
is a decided profit i<> the farmer. 
Where clover is used in the rotation, 
and let stand one or two years, the 
farm land w ill become richer than it form- 
erly was, while where it is not used the 
soil gradually becomes poorer each year. 
The other crops produce at the expense 
of the ground.

Once upon a time 38 families agreed to 
build a house. They had enough land, 
considerable borrowing capacity ami un- 
limited self-cdnfldeucc.

Tiie cellar and the 
roof were admitted to be common to all, 
ami after some discussion they decided to 
go shares on these parts of the building

And tiie Brooklines 
planned an elegant suite with tiled baths,

1 The differences did not stop with the 
outside, for the Quiucys. stood for 7 foot 
>t lidding while the Reveres on tiie same 
floor wanted 12. The Lynns were con- 
tent with a narrow entry, while the 
Swampscolls beyond them wanted a wide 
one, ane everybody quarreled over the 
placing of the stairs. The families on the 
ground floor didn't need stairs and didn’t 
want to pay for auy. The top story fain- 
ilcs didn’t care to deaden their floors, and 
most of the plumbing pipes had t > run 
through a neighbor’s best rooms and 
could be heard If not seen. When the 
plaus were completed, the heat's of fami- 
lies held au interesting meeting at which 
each proclaimed his own needs and inten- 
tions to he carried out regardless, or else 
he aud his would go on living in a back 
street in an inconvenient ugly'house all by 
themselves 

At last someone said, “Let us call in an 
architect and show him our plans I don’t 
suppose lie can give every one of us ex- 
actly what we are asking for. Maybe 
some of our climbers will have to com- 
fort themselves with cut-glass door 
knobs and silk rugs just fur their own 
use, but if he knows his business he will 
givti ua the right kind of entries and halls 
aud stairs and lifts, and will make the 
house look better, sell better and cost less 
than our brilliant but inharmonious ef- 
forts. If we don’t like his plans we can 
make him show others till we get what 
we want— within reason. Shall we do it? ’ 
And the 38 families saw the light and 
employed the expert and he builded better 
than they knew. -

One or two other 
speakers yet to be announced will be 
heard from, and the meeting will then be 
thrown open for general discussion.

To Restore Leather Bindings. 

To restore the leather bindings of 
books wash them first very lightly and 
carefully with clean warm water In 
which a tiny piece of soda has been 
dissolved, in order to free the leather 
from grease; then wash with clear wa- 
ter to remove the soda and dry. Dis- 
solve n bit of gum arable the slxe of a 
small bean In a teaspoonfnl of water 
and beat it up with a teaspoonfnl of 
the white of an egg. With a bit of 
sponge go lightly over the leather with 
this glair and let lt dry. Should 
the glair froth up on the leather, as It 
Is very likely to do if there Is much 
tool work on the book, dab It until It 
subsides with the palm of the hand or 
witii the sponge squeezed as dry as 
possible. 

A Whack at Turtla Soup. 

Turtle soup Is called green just be- 
cause turtle fat is “kinder that color.” 
And believe It, whether you now do 
or not, turtle soup will make anybody 
sweat green who eats of It often and 
much. Hogarth has a picture showing 
how green turtle soup and Its fellow 
foods nnd drinkables in the good old 
golden days put London aldermen un- 
der the tables. From the viewpoint of 
nourishment turtle sonp is not worth 
n tenth it costs. Sun dried turtles am 
found iu some of the markets of the 
world, and many chefs say they are 
about as good as the fresh reptile. 
As for the true secret of mock turtle 
soup, it is only the scalp of a sucking 
calf, a gelatinous fraud, masquerading 
ns a chunk of green tnrtle shell fat, 
but even so, it is better than the best 
genuine sen turtle soap at that.— New 
York Press.

To say that Americans make the best 
baukuo.es in the world may sound at 
fir-t rather lioastful. and yet any his- 
tory of the art and industry of note 
engraving which failed to record that 
fact would lie incomplete. Taul Re- 
vere was the first American banknote 
artist, and from the time of the char- 
tering of the Rank of North America 
under the direction of Robert Morris, 
in 17S1

engravers have excelled not only in the 
artistic quality of their designs, but in 
their provisions against counterfeiting. 

Marco Tolo found banknotes in Chi- 
na ages ago. printed on paper made 
from t lie bark of the mulberry tree. 
One of the notes upon which the great 
Venetian traveler himself may have 
gazed Is on exhibition at this day in 
the office of an American company. It 
is one of a series issued by the Ming 
dynasty about 1399 A. D.— “current 
anywhere under heaven"— and seems 
to have been printed from wooden 
blocks on a sheet of paper nine by 
thirteeu inches, a bigger surface than 
any man could cover with both hands 
outstretched. It Ls good for “one 
string of cash.” The provision against 
forgery is simple to the point of sever- 
ity: "Counterfeiters hereof will be ex- 
ecuted. Persons giving information of 
counterfeiters will be rewarded with 
taels 250 and in addition will receive 
the property belonging to the crimi- 
nal.” 

Another great government has placed 
much dependence upon death as a de- 
terrent to imitators of its promises to 
pay. When Jacob Perkins of Xew- 
buryport. Mass., invented the method 
of transferring designs from hardened 
steel plates to steel cylinders and re- 
transferring to flat plates, thus en- 
abling the engraver to devote the time 
necessary to accomplish his best work 
in the original and reproduce it at will, 
the new process aroused international 
interest. Mr. Perkins and his asso- 
ciates went to London iu 1S19 at the 
instance of the British minister at 
Washington to help the Bank of Eng- 
land to issue notes not easily counter- 
feited. But the conservative old bank 
refused to adopt the new method, pre- 
ferring. as one of the Americans said, 
to rel;- upon the hangman rather than 
the engraver. Nevertheless the Eng- 
lish began in time to follow American 
methods after the geometric lathe had 
been invented by Asa Spencer of New 
London. Conn., and improved by Cyrus 
Durand. 

The governments of continental Eu- 
rope depend exclusively upon color 
work to protect their paper currency, 
and several of the large banks of issue 
have civil engineers In charge of their 
bureau of engraving and printing, 
though what connection there may be 
between engineering and engraving is 
a mystery. Many Italian banknotes 
are easy to counterfeit. The Bank of 
Spain lias of late abandoned its own 
plant because its notes were imitated 
so successfully that counterfeits were 
accepted bv the bank without ques- 
tion. A private concern now does the 
work. The Bank of Greece now uses 
the American method, having had sad 
experiences with notes of Austrian. 
German and English fashioning. 

A myth that probably will never die 
fells us that the notes of the Bank of 
England cannot be counterfeited. As 
a matter of fact, they can be imitated 
readily enough, for little attempt is 
made to protect the notes beyond the 
use of a watermark paper. The wa- 
termark can be easily copied. 

One practical safeguard of great ef- 
fectiveness is the custom of the Bank 
of England to cancel every note that is 
returned to the bank and issue anoth- 
er in its place. This and the practice 
of keeping n record of the numbers of 
all bank notes used in every business 
establishment keep alive a keen sense 
of responsibility which adds to secu- 
rity. The custom of circulating soiled 
banknotes, of course, gives the coun- 
terfeiter his liest opportunity. Forgery 
is much more readily detected in n 
crisp, stiff, new bill than in a rumpled 
and dirty one. 

The American style of banknote has 
become the standard in the countries 
of Central and South America. The 
experience of the Brazilian government 
led the way In this after various dis- 
appointments. First the much vaunt- 
ed Austrian system was tried, the 
notes being engraved and printed in 
England under that system. They 
proved a complete failure. Counter- 
feiters flourished. The Brazilians tried 
banknotes made in France, and these 
were promptly and extensively imitat- 
ed as soon as the counterfeiters could 
get their plates and paper ready. Bra- 
zil tried German and English establish- 
ments. but stil! without securing pro- 
tection to the banknote circulation, 
and at last turned to the United States 
and found a type of bills practically 
impossible to counterfeit. So it is no 
boast, but a mere record of fact, to 
state that Americans make the best 
banknotes in the world.— Detroit News.

A correspondent recently reported 
what he described as the "curious 
freak” of a blackbird flying against a 
parlor window many times at the 
same spot continuously.

It is the same 
with fishes. Darwlu tells a story of a 
pike in an aquarium separated by 
plate glass from fish which were its 
proper food. In trying to get at the 
fish tho pike would often dash with 
such Violence against the glass as to 
lie completely stunned. It did this 
for more than three months before it 
learned caution. Tht n when the glass 
was removed the pike would not at- 
tack those particular fish, but would 
devour others freshly introduced. It 
did not at all understand the situa- 
tion, but associated the punishment 
it hau received not with the glass, but 
with a particular kind of fish.

The best shelter for w inter pigs is a I 
| small house well protected <>n ail sides, I 
i with a wooden floor, and an open door at j 
one end. Only a moderate supply of ' 
i bedding is needed in such a house, as it is 
always dry, yet the bedding should be 
! scraped out and renewed at least once 
each week to prevent accumulation of dirt 
and dust. During wet and snowy times j 
the bedding material should be renew ed 
oftener, as the pigs will carry dampness 
i into the house on their feet. To keep 
down objectionable dust iu the house, 
sprinkle the bedding and floor with kero- 
i sene or crude oil. This will also destroy 
lice and some disease germs.

of more or less civilized fni bears, 
i With nearly eight hundred millions of 
dollars to raise for national expenses, how 
| shall the money be raised? 

That is the question which Congress is 
now about to tackle; which it l.as some- 
what gingerly taken hold of, hut, which 
J it does not greatly relish. 

Take tile Congressman w hose constiiu- 
ents are engaged chiefly in agricultural 
pursuits. He may believe iu reducing the 
taxon whiskey because grain and corn 
are used iu us manfacture; on tobacco be- 
cause his people raise the raw product ; 
on manufactured steel, woolen and cotton 
good- because his people consume those 
articles and want to get them cheaper. 

Take t he Congressman from the New 
England States or from New York aud 
Pennsylvania. He wants to see many ag- 
ricultural products admitted free of duty 
so that lit' 1 workers in the mills and fac- 
tories can get cheaper bread; lint lie thinks 
l it is imperative that a substantial tariff lie 
levied to keep out ste*l and iron manu- 
factures from Germany ami England, cot- 
ton and silks goods from England, Ger- 
many aud France, aud so on tiir ugh the 
long list of manufactured articles. 

DKMOCltATIC 8TATKSM ANSI IU*. 

There was a time when tin* republican 
press enjoyed poking fun at democratic 
statesmanship. There is little opportu- 
nity to do this new. Some of the greatest 
men in tile country are now, as thy were 
in the past, enrolled under tne banner of 
the democracy. This is very evident iu 
Congress, but ail the great democrats are 
not in Congress, neither are they all si- 
ting in editorial sanctums; and “if this be 
treachery, make the most of it,” although 
we do confess to a great admiration for 
the eminent geullemeu who cut up copy, 
sometimes, iu rather an amazing way.

KILL SHARKS FOR FUN. 

Knnak-s Can Whip the Ma i Eaters In 
a Fair Finht. 

In tlie P:ti i fie oce::u lives n race of 
moii who outswini tish uud wiio can 
kill tun:i eating sharks in n fair tight. 
They me Kanakas, the se.tmen who 
are natives of Die Hawaiian Islands. 

"A native can whip a shark because 
he can outswun him.” states an Amer- 
ican who has lieen living in the islands 
entity years. “1 never heard of a na- 
tive lieing injured by a shark, and 
there Is n superstitition among them 
that a shark Is afraid of a Kanaka and 
will refuse to fight. This is not true, 
however, and grew out of the fact that 
u native always whips a shark. A 
Kanaka will spy a shark and. taking 
a knife between his teeth, dive In after 
him. It Is a fair fight, because the 
shark has teeth that are ns deadly as 
the knife. The shark will make for 
the swimmer, and when it Is in range 
will flop suddenly on its side, which 
position is necessary before it can use 
Its powerful jaws to «rush an enemy 
As the shark turns the native will sink 
rapidly and come up and rip the crea- 
ture open with a qutek slash of the 
knife. Sometimes they will avoid the 
shark time after time, cutting It on 
the nose and pricking It to arouse Its 

anger.

TUBES FOR LUNGS. 

Complex System by Which Insect* Are 
Enabled to Breathe. 

While mammals have lungs and 
fishes gills, insects have neither one 
nor the other. Instead they present a 
complex system of tubes running 
throughout the length of their bodies, 
whereby the air is conveyed to every 
part of the system. 

To guard insects against collapse 
from pressure of air, nature has fur- 
nished the little creatures with a tine 
thread running spirally within the 
walls of the tube, just as a garden 
hose Is protected with wire. 

Many flies live first in the water as 
larvae. Arranged along each side of 
their bodies is a series of exceedingly 
thin plates, into each of which runs a 
series of blood vessels. These plates 
are placed to absorb the oxygen con- 
tained in tlie water. The tail ends in 
three featherlike projections, and by 
means of these the larvae cause cur- 
rents of water to flow over the gills, 
and thus their efficiency Is Increased. 

Gnats also exist In the water as 
larvae. But they have no gills. Their 
breathing is accomplished by means of 
a tube situated at the tip of the tall. 
The larvae floats along head downward 
In the water, with this tube just above 
the surface, so that the creatures may 
breathe.— Harper's Weekly. 

Prayer Halls In Russia. 

In the villages of Russia the “prayer 
hall” Is the common Izba or cottage 
of a Stundist moujik. or a shed attach- 
ed to a very primitive farmstead sur- 
rounded by prodigious quantities of 
mud. dust or snow, according to the 
season of the year. A separate build- 
ing erected expressly for worship 
among the rural evangelicals of Rus- 
sia Is a luxury yet to be provided In 
the great majority of cases. The meet- 
ing place, whether Izba or outhouse, 
has walls of earth. It is without cell- 
ing. The floor is the bare earth, trod- 
den hard bv ninny feet through the 
lapse of long years and worn into lumps 
and hollows. The walls are lime wash- 
ed and destitute of decoration or adorn- 
ment. There are rough wooden bench- 
es around and across the room. The 
place is usually packed to suffocation 
with men. women and children crowd 
ed on the seats, thronging the door- 
ways and huddling together on the 
top of the huge stove.— Sunday at 
Ilome. 

Singing Wires. 

Sometimes when a tempest Is raging 
telegraph wires are silent, while In 
time of calm they are sonorous. Evi- 
dently the vibration of the wires Is not 
due to atmospherical agitation alone. 
A scientist of Berlin who studied the 
cause of the singing of wires in time 
of calm concludes that the vibration 
of the wires always presages the ap- 
proach of bad weather. When the 
sounds are deep the change of weather 
may be looked for within two days. 
When they are shrill or sharp the 
storm will come within a very few 
hours. It Is difficult to determine the 
cause of the singing. An Italian scien- 
tist calls it "seismic agitation produced 
by barometric depression and trans- 
mitted to the wires by the telegraph 
poles.’’— Harper's Weekly.
